lients are obliged lo go away tempor- 
arily disappointed, The number of 
applicants for treatment is a eonvine- 
ing proof of the necessity for this in- 
stitution, which was founded at the 


suggestion of King Edward, and en- 
dowed by Lord lveagh and Sip Ern- 
ést Cassel, 

The vamber of people applying at 
the building in Riding House-street is 
in part due to the fact that the public 
does not understand the conditions un- 
der whieh treatment will be given. — It 
is true that the institute is for the bene- 
ft of all, rich and poor alike, but per- 
sonal applications are not at present 
responded to. Il is, only when doe- 
tors have fled up application forms

Paris, Sept. 23.—The summer is 
over, or at least it ought to be with 
tho passing of August, but in reality 
it is very much with us yel and shows 
no signs whatever of releasing its grip. 
Paris this summer has been a veritable 
inferno, from which everyone, who 
possibly could, rushed away = months 
ago, Not even a cook tourist have [ 
seen for weeks, and as for Americans

sufferings. 

Toe" is the ery now in thousands 
of cafes and drinking establishments, 
Paris consumes on an average 1,500 
tons of ice a day in an ordinary sum- 
mer, This summer the consumption 
has been 3,000 tons a day. Ice dealers 
are at their wit's ends, There is no 
nore reserve, and the dog days are not 
yet half over. Astronomers, in fact, 
tellus that they have only begun. The 
usual price of ice is about 22° franes 
per ton, Switverland and Norway are 
willing to sell train-loads and = boat- 
loads of it, but the price comes to 60 
frances a ton. Tee dealers, who have 
standing contracts ata fixed priee, are 
being ruined, Hetail dealers are 
weighing it now carefully like a pre- 
cious merchandise, so mueh a@ pound, 
so much an ounee; and people gladly 
pay to get even an ounce. 

After the water famine the ice fa- 
mine was sure toa come, ane we are 
wondering what famine will be next. 
A milk famine is already talked of. 
The article is scaree, and at ten o'clock 
it is useless to ask for a cafe creme at 
ihe cafes.

Venice le Dying. 


M. Paul Souday, a writer in the Ec- 
lair, gives the alarm: “Venice is dying."' 
He tells a tale which must harruw 
every lover of art. The Doge's Palace 
shows ominous cracks, the foundations 
of St. Mark's have in several places 
sunk in, and fissures have appeared in 
the Bridge of the Rialto, Will all the 
«glories of Venice crumble? It is 
feared that water has filtered in 
through the foundations of the Piazza, 
and as far as the Rialto. The fall of 
the Doge’s Palace and St. Mark's 
would be the end of Venice. 

M. Souday seems to think that all 
this is due to a recent and fatal ambi- 
tion of the modern Venice to become 
once more a& great seaport. The deep- 
ening of the Canal Grande has stirred 
the foundations of the buildings on its 
banks, and if the alarm be warranted 
Venice will indeed have sealed her own 
doom, The fall of the Campanile is 
ascribed to the same cause which. is 
now thrsalening the palee and the 
cathedral, & wil not serve Venice much 
to have a port in which deep-drey ght 
vessels can enter if the two buildings 
which make her a unique city in the 
worid collapse. Venice complains that 
she is a dead city. from the business 
point of view. Her condition will be 
still worse if the Doge’s Palace and St, 
Mark's crumble through her fault; and 
the fault would be one for which she 
would not easily be forgiven, 


A Tax on Ocean Water. 

Those responsible for French law 
have decreed that no one may wilh- 
draw a buckel of walter from the ocean 
in order to cook shrimps or give a sea- 
bath to an ailing child. The father of 
a family at present spending their holi- 
days at a seaside resort in the Lorie 
Inferieure has just found this out to 
his cost. 

According to the law salt taken from 
the sea has to pay a certain tax, and if 
a citizen cooks his shrimps with sea- 
water he is robbing the revenue of a 
handful of salt which has not paid the 
tax, It is, therefore, the duty of the 
customs officials, in such a case, to 
make sure, first of all, that the citizen 
in question is not pursuing the clan- 
destine fabrication of salt in his villa, 
Then the visitor must buy a sheet of 
paper with a ten cent stamp on it, and 
address a request to the Central Cus- 
toms Bureau al Nantes, soliciting per- 
mission to take enough water from the 
sea to cook a dish of shrimps. The 
Central Bureau will order an tnquiry, 
and perhaps refer to Parls, to the 
“Administration Genltaie,” and the re- 
ply will arrive after the season fs over 
and the visitor has departed. That is 
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France, 

Here is another example ef red tape 
routine in this country, Fifteen years 
ago the commanding oMcer of a small 
war vessel, then vying at Calais, had 
a horse which was stabled at the 
neighboring barracks,- The officer died 
an the ship was recalled, but the horse 
remained for three years at the bar- 
racks, Then it died aijo.
